CHICAGO. 


On paper, Chicago is in.a strong position to reap 
the benefits of thedevelopment of air transport. 
The postoffice routes may be taken as the trall- 
makers for later commercial development of flying 
in this country,

| interests together have in operation, or will shortly 


operate, fifteen air lines using Chicago as a ter- 
minal. The only city in the country which ap 
proaches Chicago in importance as an air termina! 


When the landing field is established in Grant 
park Chicago will be the only great city in the 
world so well equipped for handling air traffic. 
Passengers and mail-can ve unloaded within ten 
minutes of the loop. In New York, as in London

ter of the city from the nearest landing field. 

With these advantages, this city is the logical 
site for the development of the airplane manufac- 
turing industry. We cannot say how profitable 
the industry will be in ite formative years, but 
inevitably it will become one of the great indus- 
tries of the nation. The manufacture of the auto 
mobile has made Detnoit a great city. The manu- 
fagture of railroad equipment has contributed enor- 
mously to Chicago's prosperity. Both of these 
industries were once young and returned meager 
profits for a time. The business men of Chicago 
would be blind to their own interests, as to the 
interests of the city in general, if they allowed 
another community to take the leac¢ ‘in building 
airplanes. 

In its short life Chicago has seen great changes 
in its economic background. The city’s importance 
in the handling of lumber and grain is no longer 
what it once was. These shifts are the inevitable 
consequence of the exhaustion of raw materials 
and the shifting of markets. We mention them 
only by way of reminding Chicago capitalists that 


“the prosperity of the city requires that they over- 


look no opportunity to develop Chicago's industria! 
life along new lines. It is well to remember in this 
connection that the automobile industry might 
have established itself in almost any of the lake 
cities quite as successfully a8 in Detroit. Chicago, 
as we have pointed out, is the logical place for the 
development of the aviation industries, but it does 
not follow that they will inevitably be located 
here.

SOME FOODS FOR BABIES. 
‘ABIES spit up their food because 

of overeating. As a rule, no 
treatment is required for food 
spitting except lessening the 
amount of fcodd. That is usually done 
by shortening the time at the breast oF 
by decreasing the size of the bottle feced- 


ing. 

‘Vomiting is another matter. The .ac- 
cepted treatment now is cereal feeding. 
This kind of feeding curég many cases 
ef pyloric stenosis that would have been 
operated on ten years ago. 

In “The Health Care of the Baby“ 
Fischer says: “ Regardless of the in- 
fant’s age, we feed geveral teagpoons 
of thick cereal before the liquid bottie. 
In many cases wien liquid milk pro- 
duces vomiting, thick cereal will control 
the symptom. A rapid change frem *@ 
liquid @iet to a thick gereal diet and 


cereals oniy nas worxed admirably in_ 


a large series of puny infants,” _ 


ae 

To make thick cereal, mix 16 ounces 
water, 4 ounces cereal, 1 teaspoon salt; 
boil the water; add the salt; slowly add 
the cereal; cook about one hour ip a 
double boiler. This is fed from a spoon. 
There is an art in feeding it. 

Thin cereal ig made by mixing 15 
ounces milk, 8 ounces water, 2. ounces 
cereal and 1 teaspoon sate. It is boiled 
for an hour. Thin cereal can be given 
from a bottle. : 

‘When there is vomiting from too much 
feeding, Fischer substitutes. dried milk. 


One or more tablespoons of dried milk 


are added to 2 ounces of hot water. This 
is sweetened and given every 3 hours. 
Thie is contii.ued for several days. After 
that, the baby is returned to the regu- 
lar diet or, better still, to a diet that 
is less rich or less abundant than the 
one which brought on the Miness. 
._ 

Onithe other hand, there are babies 
who do not stand starches and sugars 
well. In recent years we have learned 
that ‘starch agrees with babies better 
than was formerly thought. Therefore, 
we hear more now of sugar intolerance 
than we do of starch intolerance. 

Fischer says: “ It often happens that 
infants will not assimilate malt sugar ; 
they become chafed, the thighs are raw 
and the urine has a strong odor, re- 
sembling ammonia. Such symptoms will 
disappear when sugar is stopped and 


will reappear when sugar ts again added 
to the diet,” :

He offers the following suggestions 
for babies for amimoniaca! urine, intense 
chafing and scaly eruptions on the face 
and body: 

Boil 1 quart of buttermilk; strain out 
the solids; use the liquid. Give 4 ounces 
of this buttermilk whey every 4 hours 
for two days. Then return to the old 
mixture with the sugar omitted, 

“If the baby ebjects to tne sour taste 
of the buttermilk whey sweeten with 1 
grain of saccharin for each pint of milk. 

“Many of these babies co well on 
dfied pea soup: Dried peas, 1 texspoon- 
ful, butter,-% ounce, boiling Water, 12 
ounces. 

“ Roast the peas in the butter for 10 
minutes, add the boiling water; boil 
until peas are soft; strain out the 
shells.”
